The combination of the voltage doubler circuit and the superbright LED makes 
this circuit useful down to a few hundred milliwatts. I've tested it with a 
Pixie2 at about 250mW, and it still allows one to adjust a tuner to an SWR of 
less than 1.5 to 1 (actually, even better if one adjusts to the center of the 
"dark" range when tuning) . 


The 1N270 is a high current (compared to a 1N34) Germanium diode. Others, 
including the common silicon 1N914 will work, but with somewhat less 
sensitivity. 


>From tests and simulation, this circuit should work OK from a few hundred 
milliwatts up to two watts, perhaps a little more before something smokes. On 
the higher end, it's a little harder to adjust since variations in very bright 
light levels are hard to detect.

Wes - You asked; 


"I am considering building a multiband dipole fed with two runs of coax to 

make a balanced and shielded feed system.... What I need to know is, with a 
feed system like this, is the loss the same as a mono-band dipole with just 
one run 

of the same feedline or is it twice (or half) as lossy?" 


The loss is the same. In the balanced case each feeder carries half the 
current of the single feedline case, but there is twice as much feedline, 
hence the loss is equal. 


This assumes the line is matched in both cases, that is 50 Ohms for the 
single feeder case and 100 OHms for the balanced case, although with the 
mismatch you are likely to see this may be a moot point. 


I think you may be better off using a 1:1 choke balun at the feedpoint 
rather than the balanced feedline though. Is there some reason you wish to 
use balanced feeders on an antenna that can be fed rather nicely with 
straight coax?? Just curious. Let us know how your antenna turns out. -

>should the transistor care what kind of SWR is out there? What happens in 
>terms of emitter/collector voltages and currents that destroys the device? 


Going to take a crack at answering. Haven't smoked a rig 
this way myself, so am going to apply some theory.... 


When you've got a 50ohm resistive load at the antenna jack, then Q6 sees 
close to 50 ohm NON-REACTIVE as well. This is because the PI-filter 
consisting of C37, L3, C38, L4, C39 transforms the 50-ohm antenna..... 
into a 50-ohm impedance at its other end (at the transistor). This is 
true only at one frequency...7MHz. 

Everything runs great this way. 


Now suppose you pull the antenna off.... 

The PI network was designed for 50 ohm load. Now the load is infinite. 
Q6 sees a whack of reactance now, when it used to see about 50 ohms. 
Ox suppose you short the antenna out.... 

You've STILL got a whack of reactance at Q6's collector, although 

it's value will be different than the case where load is infinite. 


I modeled Q6 as a SPST switch (to ground) that opens and closes at 

a 7 MHz. rate. What's the switch see on its collector? A whack of 
reactance...perhaps inductive reactance from L2. This would look 
like a flyback switch (like a car's spark-plug coil and distributor): 


During the time that Q6 is ON, current climbs (linearly) in L2, as 
current passes thru L2, thru Q6 to ground. Then Q6 turns OFF. L2's 
current goes to zero, and the voltage across L2 swings w-a-y above 
the supply voltage. Bad news for Q6, which can't take a big over- 
voltage on its collector. D12 saves the day by clipping voltage 
excursions on Q6's collector to +33 volts. 


I once saw +160 volt spikes on the collector of a transistor 
operating in a circuit like this (with a 12v DC supply). The circuit 


became unstable because of the high (and reactive) load impedance, 
and turned into a low-frequency oscillator with these huge, 
sharp spikes. Luckily, the device survived. 


When you've got a proper antenna load, the load resistance 
"damps" the wild voltage swing, so that it doesn't even get high 
enough to cause D12 to conduct. In this case SWR is low, because 
you've got a load close to 50 ohms.

The combination of the voltage doubler circuit and the superbright LED makes 

this circuit useful down to a few hundred milliwatts. I've tested it with a 

Pixie2 at about 250mW, and it still allows one to adjust a tuner to an SWR of 
less than 1.5 to 1 (actually, even better if one adjusts to the center of the 
"dark" range when tuning) . 


The 1N270 is a high current (compared to a 1N34) Germanium diode. Others, 
including the common silicon 1N914 will work, but with somewhat less 
sensitivity. 


>From tests and simulation, this circuit should work OK from a few hundred 
milliwatts up to two watts, perhaps a little more before something smokes. On 
the higher end, it's a little harder to adjust since variations in very bright 
light levels are hard to detect.

Paul, find a copy of "Reflections" by Walt Maxwell, W2DU, for the best 
discussion of SWR that you can find in a reasonably non-technical 
manner. He published most of the contents of the book in a series of 
articles in QST starting in 1973, if you cannot find the book. 


Very briefly (not in words but in terms of what the subject requires), 
if a rig is designed to operate into a 50-ohm load and the load is not 
50 ohms, then you can imagine that the finals might object to a load 
that they were not designed for. Their job is to convert d-c input power 
into r-f£ output power, and they are designed to do this best when a 
specific load is connected to them. 


Now, if the SWR in the 50-ohm feedline to the antenna is not 1:1, this 
means that the load presented to the transmitter is NOT 50 ohms and the 
finals will not operate as designed. They could simply produce less 
power, or put out distorted signals, or simply burn up! The exact load 
will depend upon the frequency and the length of the feedline, among 


other things. 


So, transmitters DO care about feedline SWR, big time. Most commercial 
rigs today use SWR detection and power limiting circuitry to minimize 
damage. Most QRP rigs do not, for simplicity. Most commercial rigs use 
transistors that in many cases cannot be damaged even with open or 
short-circuit loads. Most QRP rigs do not. 


There used to be an old wives' tale that the reflected power that is 
present in the line due to improper termination "goes back into the 
transmitter and burns it up." This is total nonsense, aided and abetted 
by the CB types who know only how to measure SWR and therefore describe 
all elements of operation in terms of SWR. 


Transmitters are damaged or are otherwise "unhappy" with SWR readings 
that differ from 1:1 NOT because they get any reflected power dumped 
into them. Rather, they are presented with a load that they were not 
designed handle and they object the only way they can: they turn less of 
the d-c input power into r-f ouput power so they run hot or burn 
themselves up. 


I a practical sense, SWR can vary quite a bit from the magic 1:1 value 
without dire things happening in most cases, so don't get a fetish about 
that. 


The latest ARRL Antenna Book has very good discussions on this subject, 
but since you seem to be new to the subject, perhaps the above summary 
will put your mind at ease and encourage you to dig further.

Greetings, 


Here is a simple rule of thumb to file in the back of your mind. 
Most list servers have a separate/distinct email address and procedure 
for subscription actions for the list you are subscribed to. Therefore, 
if you didn't read the info when you first subscribed, a kind request 
to the list will often yield the needed info pronto. Most of the time, 
sending an unsub email to the list will not get you the results you 
want. 


Another gotcha which rears its head for me from time to time occurs 
when I subscribe to a list from home and pop into my mail server at 
work. Even though I may get my mail via my ISP, if I try to unsub or 
take actions via my machine at work, sometimes the list server will 
choke on such actions if the mail is bounced off a mail server it is 
unfamiliar with. 


So, to review: 
1) Save the info you get when you subscribe and 
2) If difficulties arise, send your action/requests from the 


same connectivity point each time
